THE PORT OF BRISTOL 


PORT DIARY, 


1954 


Whilst there are no outstanding events to chronicle this year, Port affairs have by no means 
assumed a static condition. On the contrary the Port scene has been changing from month to 
month—new buildings have been springing up, new equipment has been brought into use, 
new shipping lines and new cargoes have been welcomed, and new methods of handling cargo 
have been devised to meet changing trading conditions; in short, it may justly be claimed that 
1954 has been a year of steady and solid, if not spectacular, progress. 


THE PORT’S TRADE. 


Seaward end of new Timber Shed at West Wharf 1, 
Royal Edward Dock. 


The effects of the continued 
Government decontrol of 
imports are reflected in 
changes in the pattern of the 
Port’s trade. Freer trade has 
meant more trade and it is 
pleasing to record that foreign 
imports of general cargo 
exceeded those of the pre- 
vious year. No further sig- 
nificant changes in the Port’s 
petroleum trade have become 
apparent and it may be that 
a balance between imports 
of refined products direct 
from overseas and coastwise 
from U.K. refineries has now 
been struck. Imports of 
animal feeding stuffs have 
again been heavy. The most 


significant features of the Port’s grain trade are perhaps that, after the peak which followed last 
year’s change-over from Government bulk buying to private importation, imports this year 
have been less and the quantity remaining in store in the Port granaries at Avonmouth has been 
reduced considerably. Stocks of timber, too, have fallen despite increased imports. 


On the export side, further rapid rail transit coaches have been shipped to Montreal for the Toronto 
Subway and a number of diesel-electric locomotives and diesel rail cars to Australia for the Com- 
monwealth Railways. Another feature has been the number of shipments of motor cars direct 
to ports on the Great Lakes. In view of the results achieved by the national export drive it is 
disappointing to record that the Port’s exports of manufactured goods have not developed. There 
is no doubt that considerable tonnages of these goods arise within the Port’s hinterland and in 
the interests of the national economy should be shipped through Bristol. 


The Port’s liner services continue to expand. Bristol’s ties with Canada have been strengthened by 
the inauguration of an additional service with Montreal and Port Alfred by Saguenay Terminals 
Ltd. Messrs. Elders & Fyffes Ltd., whose West Indian business has flourished at the Port for a 
number of years, have now developed a regular traffic in bananas from Tiko Island, West Africa. 
An encouraging indication of increasing trade with U.S.A. Atlantic Coast ports has been the more 
frequent arrival of cargoes brought by the South Atlantic Steamship Line from Jacksonville, 
Savannah and Charlestown, and by Lykes Lines from ports in the Gulf of Mexico. In the Far 
Eastern trade a welcome recent announcement has been that the Ben Line are now using their 
faster vessels on the run from Japan, Hong Kong, Singapore and intermediate ports, with a first 
call at Avonmouth. The Alfred Holt & Co. Line are also employing their fast ““ A” Class vessels 
on the monthly Far Eastern service. 


A number of H.M. ships have made official visits to the Port during the year, including H.M. Cruiser 
“Jamaica” which, as the ship adopted by Bristol during the wartime National Savings Campaign, 
attracted much public interest when she was open for inspection at Avonmouth Docks in October. 


THE PORT OF BRISTOL 


BUILDINGS, PLANT AND EQUIPMENT. 

A great deal of work has been accomplished during the year under this heading. Good progress 
has been made with the new 10,000 ton general cargo warehouse at the Royal Edward Dock; 
this building, which should be in use by April, incorporates a semi-basement wine bond with storage 
room for 8,000 hogsheads. Another building completed during the year is a new hazardous goods 
shed; situated at the Royal Edward Dock, it will prove far more convenient than the shed hitherto 
used for the storage of hazardous goods at the south-west end of Avonmouth Dock. Construc- 
tional work on the additional berth for coastwise tankers at Oil Berth No. 4 is well advanced. At 
the Royal Edward Cold Stores delivery facilities have been improved by extending the covered 
loading platforms around three sides of the building; the approach roads have also been widened. 
These works, together with the installation (now in progress) of two additional 4-ton lifts in “ O” 
Shed and the purchase of additional meat trolleys, have been planned to facilitate the internal 
movement of frozen meat and dairy produce under the changed trading conditions now in 
evidence. Towards the end of the year the new acrial ropeway terminal at West Wharf 5, a 
feature of which is the absence of a ground haulage system, was brought into use, together with 
five new 5-ton grabbing cranes. The removal of the terminal from West Wharf 3 will permit 
the continued development of four adjoining berths at West Wharf for the reception of timber 
and bulk cargoes. The new timber shed at the rear of West Wharf 1, providing covered storage 
for 1,000 standards, was completed some months ago and is already proving its worth. A new 
building for the Signal Station on the River Avon at Sea Mills was brought i into use early in the year. 
Many additional items of equipment have been purchased or ordered. These include diesel 
locomotives, internal user railway wagons and wagon sheets, shunting tractors, fork-lift and 
elevating platform trucks, a timber straddle carrier, and a mobile elevator/ ‘loader. To cater for the 
growing needs of the tea trade at Avonmouth Docks additional dial scales and tea packing machines 
have been brought into use. 

The outer lockgates, Avonmouth Lock, have been removed and new ones are in course of con- 
struction. Other works of removal and maintenance include the resurfacing of portions of the 
perimeter road at Avon- 
mouth Docks and the 
relaying of railway cross- 
ings. A major programme 
involving the relaying ot 
many of the docks sidings 
is also being carried out. 
At Portishead Dock the 
new phosphorus factory 
of Albright & Wilson Ltd. 
is in full-scale production. 
On the opposite side of 
the Dock the new British 
Electrical Authority 
Generating Station is 
rapidly taking shape. The new exhibit which was displayed at the 


International Maritime Exhibition, Naples. 
OVERSEAS PUBLICITY. 


The Port Authority has participated in two overseas exhibitions during the year. In common with 
other leading U.K. ports, Bristol accepted the invitation of the organisers of the Durban Centenary 
Celebrations to display an exhibit in the Hall of Harbours and Shipping in June/July. The Bristol 
stand, which featured a series of photographic enlargements showing the handling of South 
African produce at Avonmouth Docks, attracted much favourable comment. 

Later on an entirely new exhibition unit was sent out to Italy for display during the latter part of 
the International Maritime Exhibition at Naples. The main features of this exhibit are an artistic 
diorama of part of Avonmouth Docks, two animated route maps—one of the main European 
shipping routes and the other of the Port's economic hinterland—and a photographic display 
featuring Anglo-Italian trade. The whole stand is carried out with a nautical theme. Soon after 
the close of the Exhibition in Octe ber, the Port Authority was very gratified to learn that the 
exhibit had gained the award of the “* Diploma di Gran Premio ” in its particular section. 
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THE PORT OF “BRISTOL 


THE CORPORATION OF BRISTOL are the owners of the entire Dock 
system of the Port, comprising the City, Avonmouth and Portishead Docks. 
They are also the Conservators of the Port and the local Lighthouse Authority. 
The administration is vested in a Committee of the Corporation acting under 
the title of “ The Port of Bristol Authority.” 


The Port comprises :— 


An area bounded by an imaginary straight line drawn from Portishead Point Lighthouse 
in the county of Somerset to the Beacon on Denny Island thence by an imaginary straight 
line drawn to the point on the coast of the county of Gloucester at which high water mark 
of ordinary spring tides is intersected by the parallel of 51° 33’ 0” north latitude and thence 
by a line extending from the last-mentioned point along high water mark of ordinary spring 
tides to the said Portishead Point Lighthouse together with:— 


(a) so much of the River Avon up to Hanham Mills as is not comprised within the said area 
and all other rivers or parts of rivers harbours canals pills and creeks which at the date of 
the passing of the Bristol Corporation Act 1938 were or are for the time being within the 
city and which are not so comprised; 


(b) the banks of the River Avon from its mouth up to Hanham Mills and a space of five yards 
in width on each bank above high water mark of ordinary spring tides; 


(c)_ all docks and locks which at the date of the passing of the Bristol Corporation Act 1938 
were or are for the time being within the city or abutting on any part of the said area. 


THE DOCKS SYSTEM. 


The Royal Edward and Avonmouth Docks are situated at the mouth of the 
River Avon, on the Gloucestershire side, at its junction with the Severn Estuary, 
and within the City of Bristol municipal boundary. All ships’ berths, transit 
sheds, warehouses, granaries, cold stores, and tenants’ premises are directly 
served by the Port Authority’s railway lines which connect with the sidings 
where traffic is exchanged with British Railways. A magnificent roadway, 
known as “ Portway,” 54 miles long and for the major part 100 ft. wide, connects 
these Docks with the centre of the City and with the arterial roads of the country. 
The City Docks—about 7 miles up the River Avon—are in the heart of the 
City. Portishead Dock lies at the mouth of the river on the opposite bank to 
the Avonmouth Docks. 


NAVIGATION. 


The Bristol Channel waterway is one of the safest and most easily navigable 
in the United Kingdom. The Channel, and the River Avon by which the City 
Docks are reached, are exceptionally free from fog, and are well buoyed and 


lighted. 
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THE PORT OF BRISTOL 


The Entrance Lock of the Royal Edward Dock at Avonmouth, measuring 
875 feet x 100 feet with 46 feet of water on outer sill H.W.O.S.T., is capable 
of admitting, with few exceptions, the largest type of vessel. 


Weather and other circumstances permitting, vessels up to a length of 332 feet 
between perpendiculars may navigate the River Avon to the City Docks, subject 
to Owners or Agents obtaining the Haven Master’s sanction in the case of 
vessels over 325 feet in length. 


Walton Bay Signal Station is situated on the high land immediately to the 
westward of Walton Bay, in a position where vessels can be observed when 
passing the Holms. It is five miles west of Avonmouth ; built in the shape of a 
round tower; white in colour, and standing 180 feet above L.W.O.S.T.; fitted 
with signal mast, semaphore, and Morse lamp, and in direct communication 
(private telephone wire) with the Haven Master’s Office, Avonmouth Docks. 
Inward bound vessels should signal their name, destination and draft. 


The latest surveys of King Road and the Port approaches, meteorological in- 
formation, Admiralty Notices to Mariners, and also Notices to Mariners issued 
by the Hydrographic authorities of the principal maritime countries, are available 
for inspection by shipmasters at the Haven Master’s Office, which is situated on 
the west side of the Avonmouth Dock Entrance. 


PILOTAGE. 


Pilotage is compulsory to the eastward of a line drawn from Walton Bay Signal 
Station to Gold Cliff Point. For vessels carrying passengers, pilotage is com- 
pulsory to the eastward of a line drawn from Nash Point to Hurlstone Point. 
Vessels trading coastwise are exempt from compulsory pilotage if not carrying 
passengers. 


The Breaksea Pilotage Station is to the northward of 51° 18’ north and extends 
between lines drawn on true bearing of South from Breaksea Point, and on true 
bearing of South from Sully Island. A V.H.F. radio-telephone system links the 
Haven Master’s Office with the pilot cutter on the Breaksea Pilotage Station. 
The Portishead Pilotage Station is in the vicinity of the entrance to Portishead 
Dock. 


Rates and particulars in regard to Channel Pilotage may be obtained from the 
Haven Master, Avonmouth Docks, who is also Superintendent of Pilotage. 


Dock pilotage (i.c., pilotage between locks and berth) is not compulsory. At 
Avonmouth and Portishead Docks it is controlled by the Dock Master, Avon- 
mouth; and at Bristol by the Dock Master, City Docks, from whom, respective- 
ly, rates and particulars may be obtained. 
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THE PORT OF BRISTOL 


TOW AGE. 


Rates for towage to and from the Avonmouth, Portishead and City Docks, 
and within the Avonmouth and Portishead Docks, are according to published 
tariff or more generally by contract with the tug-owners. Towage within the 
Bristol Floating Harbour or City Docks is performed by firms of tug-owners 
under a scale of charges sanctioned by the Port Authority. 


DRY DOCKING. 


Bristol offers exceptional facilities for the repair and reconditioning of vessels. 
The length of the Port Authority’s graving dock at the Royal Edward Dock 
is 875 feet over all, and 850 feet on blocks, the width being 100 feet. The dock 
has a capacity of 3} million cubic feet and the three pumps can empty it in two 
hours, even when there is no vessel in the dock. It is equipped with a 25-ton 
electric travelling crane and steam cranes of smaller capacity. Several ship 
repair firms have workshops alongside. Private enterprise has provided two 
dry docks at the City Docks, the larger being 542 feet by 52 feet. The docks 
are equipped with the latest machinery for repairs to all classes of vessels. Ship- 
building yards are adjacent and many fine vessels have been launched here. 
These modern yards are equipped for the building of all classes of vessels up to 
330-ft.in length. The Port Authority are owners of a gridiron in the tidal river 
and a heave-up slip in the City Docks. 


BUNKERING. 


Excellent facilities exist for bunkering vessels with fuel oil and coal. Fuel oil is 
taken in either at the jetties in the Oil Basin, Royal Edward Dock, or from 
privately-owned bunkering craft which pump fuel oil aboard whilst discharging 
and loading are proceeding. 


Bunker coal of excellent quality is readily obtainable at the docks. This coal is 
brought across the Bristol Channel from South Wales by fleets of colliers and 
bunkers are shipped at the discharging and loading berths by local firms who are 
specialists in this trade. A privately-owned coal elevator assists the speedy 
delivery of bunkers. 


WATER. 


Fresh water hydrants are installed at all the principal berths in the three docks. 


SHIP TO SHORE TELEPHONES. 
Ship to shore telephones linking the ship to the public telephone exchange at 
Avonmouth have been provided at the principal berths in the Royal Edward 
Dock and at the Royal Edward Graving Dock. 
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Overseas Communications 


The sustained progress of the Port and the steady expansion of overseas trade 
flowing through its docks are largely due to the increasing strength of the Port’s 
liner connections with Commonwealth and foreign countries all over the 
world. Full details of these services will be found on pages 84 to 87 and the 
following paragraphs give only a brief résumé of some of the direct liner con- 
nections serving the Port. It is the Port Authority’s practice to issue circulars 
to importers, exporters and agents, giving full details of forward fixtures. 
Merchants are invited to notify to the Port Authority the trades in which they 
are interested. 


For the most part the European services are accommodated at the City Docks. 
Trade with Norway is maintained by the Bergenske and Standard lines, with 
Sweden by the Bratt and Transmarin lines and with Finland by the Lauritzen 
line. The Bugsier and General Steam Navigation lines serve German ports and 
the Bristol Steam Navigation and Holland Steamship lines serve Holland and 
Belgium. Trade with France is maintained by the Cunard, Edwards, Moss- 
Hutchison and Worms lines and the Edwards line also serves Portugal and Spain. 
Ports in Italy and Sicily and along the North Coast of Africa are served by the 
Golden Cross line, whilst trade with the Eastern Mediterranean countries is 
maintained by the Conference lines. 


The Far Eastern services calling at Japanese ports, Hongkong, the Philippines, 
Thailand, Indonesia, Borneo, Malaya and Ceylon are maintained by the Ben and 
Alfred Holt & Co. lines, while trade with Burma, India, Pakistan and Ceylon 
is mostly carried by vessels of the Bibby, Brocklebank, City, Clan, Ellerman, 
Hall, India Steamship and Scindia lines. Most of these liners from the Far East 
also make calls at Aden and African ports in the Red Sea, Suez and Egypt. The 
Strick line serves ports in the Persian Gulf. 


Trade with the East Coast of Africa is maintained by the Clan, Hall and Harrison 
lines and with South Africa by the Clan, Hall, Harrison, Houston, Safmarine and 
Shaw Savill lines. The West African services are operated by vessels of the 
Elder Dempster, Fyffes, Guinea Gulf and Palm lines. 


Regular sailings to and from Montreal, Port Alfred, St. John N.B. and Halifax 
are maintained by the locally-owned Bristol City line and the Cunard-Donaldson 
and Saguenay Terminals lines. The Bristol City line also serves the Eastern 
Seaboard of the United States in company with the Brocklebank and Cunard 
lines. The Atlantic ports of the Southern States are served by the South Atlantic 
Steamship line and the Lykes-U.K. line operates a service between Gulf Ports 
and Avonmouth Docks. Connections with the Pacific Coasts of Canada and the 
U.S.A. are maintained by the Blue Star, Canadian Transport, Furness and Royal 
Mail lines. The Fyffes line operates a cargo, passenger and mail service between 
British West Indies and Avonmouth Docks. Trade with the East Coast of South 
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America is conducted by vessels of the Blue Star, Booth, Dene, Donaldson, 
Houlder and Royal Mail lines, while the P.S.N. line links the West Coast of 
South America with the Port of Bristol. 


A number of services cater for the Port’s extensive trade with Australia and New 
Zealand. The Blue Star, Federal, New Zealand, Port and Shaw Savill lines 
operate services with both countries, whilst Australian ports are also served by 
vessels of the Aberdeen and Commonwealth, Australind, Clan, Ellerman- 
Bucknall, Alfred Holt & Co., and Scottish Shire lines. 


Inland Communications 


The Port’s extensive connections with countries in all parts of the world are 
matched by an intensive network of inland communications radiating in all 
directions. The excellence of these inland services ensures that cargo imported 
through the Port of Bristol is despatched speedily to its ultimate destination and 
conversely that export traffic originating within the Port’s hinterland is trans- 
ported to the docks rapidly and smoothly. 


All the docks of the Port are grouped for the purpose of railway rates. Excellent 
services are provided to the Midlands, London, the Southern and South-Western 
Counties of England and South Wales. All the transit sheds, quays, warehouses, 
stores, timber yards and tenants’ premises at the Royal Edward and Avonmouth 
Docks are rail-connected and similar facilities exist at the principal berths at the 
City and Portishead Docks. 


Road access to the docks is also good. A wide modern road links Avonmouth 
Docks with the City, but most of the trunk roads serving all parts of the country 
are readily accessible from Avonmouth Docks without passing through the city. 
On the docks themselves, and particularly at the Royal Edward Dock, adequate 
road access has been provided to all transit sheds, berths, warehouses and other 
buildings. 

The Severn Navigation and the canal system linked with it provide an important 
route for cargo to and from Lydney, Sharpness, Gloucester, Worcester, Stourport 
and the Midlands, and a considerable tonnage is carried by the regular services 
operating over this waterway. The Feeder Canal connects the City Docks with 
the non-tidal reaches of the River Avon and so affords access by water to Bath 
and places beyond. 


Extensive coastwise services operate to and from the Port and full details will be 
found on page 88. A considerable amount of traffic is carried by craft serving 
both the South Wales and the Somerset-Devon-Cornwall coasts of the Bristol 
Channel and services are also maintained with London, Liverpool and other 
East, South and West Coast ports by Coast Lines Ltd. Coastwise liners are 
operated to a regular schedule by the Sloan line to Glasgow and Belfast, by the 
Bristol Steam Navigation line to Dublin and by the Cunard line to the Channel 
Islands. 
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Transit Sheds 


A high standard has been set in the construction and equipment of all transit 
sheds on the dock estate. Every modern facility is provided for the handling of 
traffic in conjunction with rail, road and water transit. 


The range of transit sheds fronting the Eastern Arm of the Royal Edward Dock 
provides a striking example of modern ferro-concrete construction. It includes 
the twin Sheds “U” and “ V”, and the last completed Shed, “W”. Sheds 
“U” and “V” are cach 500 feet long and 156 feet wide, having three floors 
and a total floor area of 15,240 square yards. Shed “ W ” is 450 feet long and 
120 feet wide, having five floors with a total floor area of 18,135 square yards. 
Long radius electric cranes are provided on the waterside for the discharge of 
vessels, and at the rear of the sheds for assisting delivery of traffic to rail or road 
vehicles. Road traffic can also be dealt with on the waterside of the sheds. 


Sheds “ Q”, “ R” and “S$” in the Royal Edward Dock are single floor general 
cargo sheds with particularly good facilities for ex-ship or ex-shed deliveries 
to road and rail; they each have four railway lines on the waterside of the shed 
and two further lines serving tke rear platforms. The erection of imposing new 
3-ton and 10-ton cranes at these berths has just been completed. 


Shed “ T”, also a single floor shed, has six sets of railway lines on the waterside 
as well as two lines serving the rear platform, and is an exceedingly well-equipped 
berth for handling export cargoes. At this same berth, modern cranes with fast 
hoisting speeds have recently been installed. 


Sheds “ O” and “ P” are two-storey general cargo sheds of similar design, each 
being equipped with roof cranes. Shed “ P”’ is much used for the substantial tea 
traffic now passing through the Port, whilst Shed “ O ” is the principal berth for 
the discharge of cargoes of refrigerated produce, being linked with the nearby 
Cold Stores by an overhead escalator gallery. Sheds “O” and “P”’ are also 
linked at first floor level. 


In addition to permanent lock-ups in each transit shed, mobile lock-ups are 
available for valuable cargo. 


The transit shed accommodation at the City Docks has been notably extended by 
the recent commissioning of two new double-floor sheds at Princes Wharf. These 
twin sheds with 6,650 sq. yards of floor space are equipped with 2-ton quay 
cranes and 2-ton hoists at the rear, and have good rail and road access front and 
rear. 


Details of all transit sheds with their respective cranage capacities are given on 
pages 76 to 81. 
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Quays 

Well-equipped open quays are available at all docks for the handling of cargo 
not requiring shedding. At the Royal Edward Dock the West Wharf provides 
five such berths. One of these is the terminal point of the acrial ropeway that 
carries cargoes of ores, phosphates and other bulk materials to the nearby smelting 
and fertiliser works, whilst other berths have been specially equipped for the 
reception of whole cargoes of timber, both sawn and log. Timber is piled, 
both in shed and in the open, immediately behind these latter berths, and addition- 
al open storage is available elsewhere on the Docks. At “ X” Berth, at the end 
of the Eastern Arm of the Royal Edward Dock, an extensive concrete-paved area 
immediately behind the quay has been provided and the whole area equipped 
with a modern flood-lighting installation to cater particularly for the day and 
night loading of export cargoes. 

At Portishead Dock, South Wharf 1 has been specially laid out to handle timber 
cargoes. A series of transverse crane tracks crossing the waterside railway lines 
enables steam cranes to carry timber back direct from the ship to the piling 
ground. Most of the open quays at the City Docks are rail-connected. 35-ton 
and 18-ton steam cranes are available for heavy lifts. 


Warehouses 


In addition to the storage of specialised commodities such as grain, refrigerated 
produce, timber and tobacco, the Port Authority undertakes general warehousing 
on an extensive scale, together with the usual warehousing services, and storage 
accommodation totalling some 80,000 tons is available. 

At Avonmouth Docks ample modern bonded and free warehouses are available 
for the storage of goods such as cocoa, sugar, tea, canned meats, dried and canned 
fruit, flour, woodpulp boards, tallow and animal feeding stuffs. 

Storage for refrigerated produce and cheese is provided at the Cold Stores at the 
Royal Edward Dock. The Port Authority’s silo granaries have a capacity ot 
62,000 tons while other space is available for storage of grain in sacks. 

Wet Bonds with accommodation for 11,000 hogsheads of wine are operated by 
the Port Authority at the Royal Edward Dock, whilst at Avonmouth Dock 
there is a hazardous goods store with a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

The close proximity of this warehouse accommodation to the discharging and 
loading berths effects a considerable saving in transport costs. All the warehouses 
are provided with road and rail access. 

A new general cargo warehouse, with a capacity of 10,000 tons, is now under 
construction at the Royal Edward Dock. This building incorporates the new 
basement wine bond. 

At Bristol the Port Authority owns and operates three Tobacco Warehouses 
holding 38,000 casks. At Portishead Dock, space is available for certain classes 
of cargo. 

Details of storage accommodation available are shown on page 53. 
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Passenger Accommodation 


Passenger accommodation is provided at “S$” Shed, Royal Edward Dock, 
where a waiting room, immigration room and baggage rooms are available. 
Telephone and telegraph facilities are provided for the use of passengers. British 
Railways’ through trains serve the platform at the rear of the passenger terminal, 
only a few paces from the waiting room. 


Mechanical Equipment 


A feature of the Port is the wide range of modern mechanical equipment in 
daily use. All general cargo berths are furnished with an ample number of cranes 
ranging in capacity from 30 cwts. to 10 tons and an extensive crane modernisation 
programme providing for the installation at Avonmouth Docks of new cranes 
with fast hoisting speeds has recently been completed. A 30-ton floating crane 
is available for heavy lifts, at any of the docks. 


Specialised equipment has been provided for particular trades—for example, 
floating and shore elevators and a complex system of conveyor belts for the grain 
trade, as referred to in more detail on page 43. For timber discharge and piling 
operations long-jibbed mobile cranes and a straddle carrier with a liking capacity 
of 63 tons are in regular use. Included in the privately-owned equipment at 
Avonmouth Docks are the banana elevator plant and the 8-ton floating coal 
elevator referred to on other pages. The Authority also owns a rice-cleaning 
machine which cleans imported rice to Board of Trade standards. 


To cater for the varied general cargo trade of the Port, numerous runabout 
trucks (with either fixed or elevating platforms), fork lift trucks, hand pallet 
trucks, mobile cranes, pilers and conveyors are employed in the transit sheds and 
warehouses. The selective introduction of fork lift trucks of various types has 
achieved both greater speed and greater economy in cargo movement. These 
trucks are used with pallets when handling bagged and cased goods and without 
pallets for such lifts as ingots of aluminium, casks, barrels and tierces and large 
packages. The Port Authority has recently developed the use of flat-bed trailers 
moved by light-weight mechanical horses for quay to warehouse movement of 
palletised cargo. The multi-floor sheds are equipped with cargo lifts, chutes 
and conveyors to facilitate inter-floor movement of cargo. 


The Port Authority’s fleet of locomotives at Avonmouth Docks includes seven 
300 and 200 B.H.P. diesel locomotives and additional locomotives of this type 
are being delivered. 1,500 internal user railway wagons are also available at 
Avonmouth and Portishead Docks. All berths and sheds are provided with 
capstans for the movement of rolling stock and a number of shunting tractors 
is also employed for this purpose. At Avonmouth Docks six rail weighbridges 
are installed for weighing traffic in truck loads, and a modern 35-ton road weigh- 
bridge for lorry traffic is also available.

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AVONMOUTH FOR INDUSTRIAL SITES 


The Avonmouth Docks Trading Estate situated at Chittening is adjacent to the 
Docks and is north-west of the City and County of Bristol. The Estate is owned 
and managed by the Port Authority and extends for approximately 570 acres. 
The policy of the Port of Bristol has always been to encourage in every practical 
way the expansion of industry requiring raw materials from abroad or with 
markets overseas, and therein lies the principal reason for the development of 
this Trading Estate. 


The Estate is particularly well placed for economical rail, road and water transit 
to and from all parts of the Midlands, South Wales and the South and West of 
England. The roads from both the Estate and the Docks connect directly with 
the main trunk roads without traversing the City. The Estate is close to the site 
of the proposed Severn Bridge and to the junction of the projected new north- 
south trunk road with the London-South Wales trunk road. 


Direct railway lines connect the Estate with the quays, transit sheds and ware- 
houses at Avonmouth Docks and with the Exchange Sidings where traffic to and 
from all parts of the country is handed to and received from British Railways. 
The Exchange Sidings are conveniently sited in relation to British Railways’ 
main lines and excellent services radiate in all directions. 


By reason of its close proximity to Avonmouth Docks the Estate is well placed 
to enable full advantage to be taken of the extensive coastwise shipping and canal 
services to and from the Port. Coastwise traffic is carried both by regular liners 
serving the other principal ports of the country and many of the smaller ports, 
and by tramp vessels. A considerable volume of traffic to and from the Midlands 
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and intermediate points is carried by the inland waterway services operating on 
the Severn Navigation. 


On the Estate itself adequate internal communications have been provided. 
More than two miles of new roads have been constructed in conformity with a 
planned and orderly layout of sites. 5,500 yds. of internal railway sidings have 
also been laid and the Port Authority is able to quote rates for receiving goods 
direct ex ship and delivering to premises on the Estate, and vice versa. 


There are canteen facilities for employees working on the Estate, and excellent 
bus and rail services connect with all parts of Bristol and its modern suburbs. As 
more than three hundred different manufacturing processes and trades are estab- 
lished in the City—many of them employing highly skilled artisans—good class 
labour is available in the district. Excellent housing accommodation is being 
provided and many new residential estates have been developed recently by the 
City, one of which is within a mile of the Estate and has every modern form of 
suburban amenity. 


The Local Rates, at 21/6d. in the pound, are below the average level for com- 
parable industrial boroughs in the United Kingdom, and, in view of the exception- 
al amenities offered, can be regarded as particularly favourable. 


Coalfields are situated near Bristol and new coalfields are in course of develop- 
ment. Welsh coal is also readily available from the opposite shores of the Bristol 
Channel. Oil fuel is imported and stored at the Avonmouth Docks, where the 
principal oil companies have modern installations. 


The Estate has adequate supplies of mains electricity distributed by the South- 
Western Electricity Board. In addition to an ample supply of Company’s 
water considerable supplies of non-potable water are also available to tenants 
at cheap rates. 


The Estate is ideally situated for industry serving the Midlands, South Wales 
and South and West England. Bristol itself is a great marketing centre, as 
within a 100 mile radius there is a population of 13 million people. By reason 
of the extensive liner services trading with the Port from and to all parts of the 
world, the Avonmouth Docks Estate is particularly attractive to industrialists 
concerned with overseas trade. Sites are also available at West Town at the east 
end of Avonmouth Dock in an area in course of development by milling interests 
importing through the docks. This land is served by the Docks Railway 
system and supplies of gas, water and electricity are available.

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\ THE TRADE OF THE PORT 


The Port of Bristol, on the sterling value of its imports, stands fifth in order of 
importance in the United Kingdom. Each year, between six and seven million 
tons of cargo pass through the Port. 

The Port of Bristol over hundreds of years of trading has earned a reputation as 
one of Britain’s busiest general cargo ports. Its present commercial importance 
is in no small part due to the accumulated experience thus gained in handling a 
wide variety of cargoes from and to all parts of the world. 

Bristol has long been renowned for the diversity of its industries: in few cities 
in Europe does such a varied range of manufacturing organisations thrive. Many 
of them, like paper-making, engineering, metallurgical and chemical processes, 
cocoa, chocolate and tobacco manufacture and aircraft production, are indeed 
part of the history of the city. As this surge of industrial enterprise has helped 
the Port of Bristol to attain its present status, so the Port itself has played a vital 
part in the development of many of the City’s famous industries. 

It is at the Avonmouth Docks system, comprising the Royal Edward Dock and 
the Avonmouth Dock, that the major portion of the Port’s overseas trade is 
handled; the continental and coast-wise services are mainly based upon the 
City Docks. The layout of all these docks, but particularly ‘that at the Royal 
Edward Dock, has been designed to achieve the quickest transfer of goods 
between ship and shore. Wide quays, spacious transit sheds, adequate railway 
lines immediately alongside the ship, good roads and numerous cranes and other 
mechanical plant facilitate the rapid discharging and loading of vessels. 

In the following paragraphs some of the principal trades established in the port 
are reviewed, with special reference to the facilities that have been provided to 
cater for their needs. Further evidence of the efficiency of the Port’s modern 
installations and equipment will be found in the illustrations used throughout the 
Handbook, all of which are reproduced from topical photographs. 
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GENERAL CARGO. 


A wide variety of general cargo is imported into both the City and the Avon- 
mouth Docks. At Avonmouth most of the general cargo is handled at the Royal 
Edward Dock where a splendid range of spacious transit sheds enables the 
receiving, sorting to marks, weighing and sampling of many different types of 
cargo to be carried out. Ample warehouse accommodation, both bonded and 
free, is provided for general goods requiring storage. All transit sheds, quays and 
warehouses are rail-connected and have good road access. Delivery direct 
ex ship to road and rail yehicles—a feature of the Port’s working—can be made 
at all berths, and cargo may be weighed in truck or lorry loads over rail and 
road weighbridges on the Dock Estate. 


A further feature of the general cargo trade at the Royal Edward Dock is the 
extent to which mechanical handling methods have been developed. The 
judicious utilisation of fork lift trucks, hand pallet trucks, stillage trucks, flat- 
bed trailers moved by mechanical horses, piling machines, powered conveyors 
and mobile cranes makes handling operations quicker, safer and more 
economical. 


The term “general cargo” embraces a limitless range of miscellaneous com- 
modities, each presenting its own particular handling problem, but whether the 
cargo be packed in cases, bags or drums or be received in bulk, whether the 
weight of a unit be 30 Ibs. or 30 tons, the Port Authority’s long experience will 
ensure that the traffic is dealt with safely and expeditiously. 


GRAIN AND FLOUR MILLING. 


The grain trade, together with its closely associated industry of flour milling, has 
been firmly established in the Port for very many years. Annual imports of 
grain amount to about a million tons and include wheat from Canada, U.S.A., 
France, the Argentine and Australia, maize from North and South America and 
the Black Sea, and barley from the Persian Gulf, the Argentine, Canada, U.S.A., 
and the Black Sea. Specialised facilities at the Royal Edward and Avonmouth 
Docks for discharging, receiving, warehousing and distributing this substantial 
tonnage are amongst the most complete and up-to-date in the United Kingdom. 


Three public berths in the Royal Edward Dock have been specially equipped 
to deal with grain in bulk. Along this 1,500 ft. length of quay are three travelling 
shore elevators of the suction type, together with four intake conveyors which, 
when lowered across the ship, receive the output of floating elevators berthed 
outside the importing vessel. Five floating elevators are available at Avonmouth 
—three of the suction type and two of the bucket type—and they can discharge 
to barge at any berth in the dock or to barge and shore simultaneously at the 
grain berths. Each of the floating elevators carries its own automatic weighing 
machines. 
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Grain discharged to shore passes on to conveyor belts which carry it to the 12,000- 
ton capacity Transit Granary, the nerve centre of the whole system. Here it may 
be passed through one of the four 5,000 Ib. automatic weighing machines to the 
silos of the transit granary for temporary storage prior to delivery to rail, road 
or craft, or transferred to a further system of conveyor bands feeding the three 
storage granaries where also it is weighed automatically before reaching the silos. 
Deliveries of grain can be made from any granary in bulk or sacks to rail, road 
and craft. Rail and road vehicles are loaded under cover, and adequate facilities 
have been provided for simultaneous deliveries to large coasting vessels and 
barges and other small craft. All deliveries are effected through automatic 
weighers. 


The four granaries with a total capacity of 62,000 tons are inter-connected by 
conveyor bands and grain may be moved in either direction at will. For purposes 
of reconditioning, grain can also be run off from silos on to bands and returned 
by means of elevators and the top floor conveyors to the silos. The intricate 
grain handling equipment installed in the Royal Edward Dock involves the use 
of nearly 80 electric motors, with conveyor bands extending to upwards of 7 
miles in length. 


The Port Authority has a fleet of grain barges for internal use; they enable mixed 
cargoes of grain and other types of cargo to be worked simultaneously at the 
general cargo berths. The loaded barges are later moved to the public discharging 
berths of the private mills as required. 


Avonmouth is the most important milling centre in the South-West of England. 
Several of the larger milling companies have built modern flour and grist mills 
on the Dock Estate and those with waterside premises receive grain direct from 
importing vessels through their own shore elevators. Other mills are situated 
alongside the Floating Harbour and elsewhere in the City. 


PETROLEUM 


About two million tons of petroleum and petroleum products are imported into 
Avonmouth each year. Much of this tonnage is received direct from the oilfields 
in the Dutch and British West Indies, the Gulf of Mexico, Venezuela and the 
Persian Gulf, but an increasing quantity is now arriving at the Port from various 
refineries in the United Kingdom. 


The Port Authority has devoted particular attention to the special requirements 
of this trade and has granted leases to most of the leading Oil Corporations who 
have erected in a reserved section of the Royal Edward Dock large modern 
installations for the reception, storage and distribution of spirit, kerosene, fuel 
oil, gas oil and other petroleum products. Cargoes are dealt with in the Oil 
Basin at the Royal Edward Dock, where there are four deep-water berths for 
ocean tankers and three further jetties where large tonnages of petroleum are 
loaded by small tankers and tank barges for distribution around the coasts of 
Britain and up the River Severn waterway. An extensive system of pipelines 
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links the discharging and loading berths with each storage installation. An 
electrically-controlled floating steel boom across the entrance to the Oil Basin 
prevents the spread of any floating petroleum into the main dock, so reducing 
fire risks. 


REFRIGERATED PRODUCE AND CHILLED MEAT. 


In these present days large tonnages of frozen meat have to be imported, mainly 
from New Zealand, Australia and South America, to supply the country’s needs. 
The Port of Bristol offers first-class facilities to meet the requirements of this 
important trade. 


The Port Authority’s Cold Stores, with a capacity of 430,000 cubic feet (or 
3,000 tons) are located at the Royal Edward Dock, and are linked with the dis- 
charging berth by an overhead conveyor gallery which enables the refrigerated 
produce to be transferred from ship to Store with a minimum amount of handling 
and exposure. Slings of meat hoisted from the ship’s holds, are lowered through 
a series of hatchways in the flat roof of the transit shed to the first floor. Here 
the meat is sorted and placed on special trolleys which are conveyed by escalator 
through the overhead gallery to the reception floor of the Cold Stores, the empty 
trolleys being returned by means of a second escalator. The loaded trolleys 
descend by electric lifts through air-lock shafts to the cold chambers below, 
where the meat is unloaded and stacked. Butter and other produce dealt with 
at these Stores are handled in a similar manner. 


The Stores are divided vertically into three sections and horizontally into three 
floors, making nine chambers in all. 


Four internal lifts traverse the air locks with access en route to the chambers 
through insulated doorways. A rapid intake of produce from the reception floor 
is thus ensured. Deliveries from the chambers are effected via the reception floor 
and external lifts serving rail and road platforms at ground floor level. Insulated 
railway vans and road vehicles are also loaded under cover direct ex ship and the 
handling of perishable cargo for immediate forwarding to destination is thus 
reduced to a minimum. 


A separate cool chamber of 350-tons capacity is available for the storage of cheese. 
Direct transfer ex ship to this room is made by the overhead conveyor gallery 
connecting the transit shed and the Store. Privately-owned cold stores with a 
storage capacity of 1,500,000 cubic feet are situated within the Port area. 


Most of the well-known liner companies operating services between the United 
Kingdom and New Zealand, Australia and South America are now putting an 
increasing number of vessels into the Port of Bristol with dairy produce and 
other cargo. 


Regular services are also engaged in carrying chilled meat from ports in Eire to 
the City Docks, where the cargoes are transferred immediately to refrigerated 
railway vans and containers for despatch to various destinations and markets. 
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TIMBER 


The timber trade of the Port is extensive and the Port Authority has devoted 
particular attention to improving the handling and storage facilities for all classes 
of timber. 


This raw material, so vital to our everyday needs, is imported through all three 
docks systems. Liner parcels from Scandinavia and France come into the City 
Docks for discharge at public berths, while full cargoes from the Baltic and the 
White Sea are often handled at the private wharves of local timber importers. 
Whole cargoes from the Baltic and the White Sea are also discharged at Portishead 
Dock where the Port Authority has provided a special layout of transverse crane 
tracks crossing the quayside railway lines which permits the direct transfer of 
timber from ship to piling ground by travelling crane, without impeding simul- 
taneous delivery direct ex ship to rail or road vehicles. At Avonmouth Docks 
timber of all kinds is handled. Liner parcels from Canada, U.S.A., East Africa 
and the Far East are discharged at general cargo berths, but specially-equipped 
open quays with piling grounds immediately at the rear are used for handling 
whole cargoes of Douglas fir from the North American Pacific Coast, hardwood 
logs from West Africa and the Far East, and other shipments. 


The Port’s timber piling grounds are extensive. At Avonmouth Docks there 
are 8 acres of stacking ground capable of holding 8,000 stds. together with 
under-cover storage for 1,200 stds. A new timber shed has recently been brought 
into commission at the West Wharf together with an extensive open storage 
area; special rail and road facilities have been provided. At Portishead Dock 
open storage for 1,750 stds. and shed accommodation for 3,000 stds. are available. 


Mobile cranes, a straddle carrier capable of lifting and carrying 6 tons at a time, 
and internal-user wagons keep the quays clear and ensure the rapid and economical 
movement of timber from ship to truck, lorry or barge, either direct or via pile. 


BANANAS AND OTHER FRUIT. 


The importation of bananas has been a firmly established trade in the Port of 
Bristol for many years, and millions of stems are received annually. About one 
third of Britain’s total importation, mostly from the West Indies, but some also 
from West Africa, passes through Avonmouth. Messrs. Elders and Fyffes Ltd. 
have installed at the docks modern electrical elevator plant which reduces fruit 
handling to a minimum. Discharging and distribution are further accelerated 
by a special layout of railway sidings permitting a circulatory movement of the 
steam-heated vans which provides a continuous supply of empty vans at the ship’s 
side for loading. Train loads of bananas are rapidly despatched to the Midlands, 
South and Mid-Wales, and the South-West and South of England, including 
London. 


The Port of Bristol has attained an important status among the principal fruit- 
importing centres of the United Kingdom. The merchants engaged in marketing 
green fruit are increasingly taking advantage of Bristol’s favourable position as a 
distributing centre and the local fruit sales are attracting buyers from a wide area. 
The Port has realised the vital importance of speed in fruit handling and is building 
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up a favourable reputation for its enterprise in this connection. Both at the 
City and the Avonmouth Docks the fruit is quickly sorted in spacious transit 
sheds, and the work of speeding the cases, boxes, baskets and trays to their inland 
destinations proceeds smoothly and briskly. Large quantities of oranges and 
lemons, grapefruit, apples and grapes are imported from the Commonwealth 
and other countries overseas cach year. 

The dried fruit trade too is important and raisins, sultanas, currants, dates and figs 
arrive in considerable quantities, principally at the Royal Edward Dock. 


COCOA AND CHOCOLATE. 

It was early in the eighteenth century that Bristol became the centre, in Britain, 
of the cocoa and chocolate industry. In those days raw cocoa was a rare com- 
modity, but during an average season in modern times approximately 30,000 to 
35,000 tons of cocoa beans are discharged at the Royal Edward Dock, Avon- 
mouth, for processing in the large and modern cocoa and chocolate factories 
located in the Port’s hinterland. The importance of this trade is indicated by 
the fact that the value of the Port’s annual imports of cocoa beans is nearly 
£10,000,000. 

Whilst some of the cocoa beans are despatched direct to the factories by road, 
rail and water, a large proportion is stored in commodious bonded warehouses 
at Avonmouth Docks, where careful attention by the Port Authority, working 
in close collaboration with experts representing the manufacturing firms, ensures 
that the stocks of beans are kept in perfect condition. 

TEA. 

During recent years tea importers have begun to realise the advantages of serving 
their markets in the South-West, South Wales and the Midlands through the 
Port of Bristol. To meet the needs of this important and growing trade, a 
spacious quayside warehouse at Avonmouth has been allocated for handling tea 
imports, and here the tea is weighed, tared, sampled, and bedded out to merchants’ 
requirements. 

The increased frequency of the liner services from ports in India, Pakistan and 
Ceylon is assisting the development of the tea trade. 


ANIMAL FEEDING STUFFS, OILSEEDS AND OILNUTS. 

The animal feeding stuffs industry is one of the most important within the Port 
area and a number of mills have been erected on the Dock Estate, mostly in the 
Avonmouth Dock area. 

Annual imports of animal feeding stuffs, including meals, oilcake, bran, pollards, 
middlings, locust beans and oyster shell, range between 250,000 and 300,000 tons. 
Much of this traffic, together with maize and other feeding grains, goes to the 
dock mills for processing. 

Imports of oilseeds and oilnuts are also substantial. For the most part these 
cargoes of cottonseed, linseed, palm kernels and ground-nuts are destined tor an 
Avonmouth Dock mill that ranks as the second-largest seed crushing mill in the 
country. Here large quantities of vegetable oils used in a wide range of manu- 
facturing processes, including the production of soap and margarine, are extracted 
from the seeds and nuts, whilst the residue is used for compounding animal 


feeding stuffs. 
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Considerable quantities of oilcake and meals are warehoused on the docks pending 
allocation to local and inland mills. 

MOLASSES. 
Closely allied to the animal feeding stuffs industry is the importation of molasses 
which provide valuable nutritive elements for cattle and other animal feeds. 
The molasses are mainly imported from Indonesia, Mauritius, the U.S.A. and 
Cuba where the sugar plantations provide ample supplies of this rich carbo- 
hydrate. 
Tankers discharge at Avonmouth Dock through pipelines to the large storage 
tanks nearby. 

TOBACCO. 
Bristol, the Headquarters of the Imperial Tobacco Company, of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, Limited, is one of the United Kingdom’s most important 
centres of the tobacco industry. The Port has been the receiving point for 
valuable cargoes of un-manufactured tobacco from America since the days of 
the intrepid merchant venturers who first opened up the trade. 
Bristol’s annual importation of tobacco leaf is about 45,000 tons. The Port 
Authority owns three bonded warehouses which are familiar landmarks in the 
city and which have a total capacity of 38,000 casks. Each building consists of a 
reception, sorting and delivery floor, and eight or nine storage floors, the area 
of each warehouse extending to about 180,000 square feet. The warehouses are 
provided with complete equipment for the expeditious and efficient handling of 
tobacco. Extensive privately-owned bonded warehouses in the city make a 
total storage capacity for the Port of over 152,000 casks. 
The tobacco leaf originates principally in the United States, and is brought by 
regular liner services to Avonmouth whence it is conveyed by lorry and barge 
to the Bristol bonds. A feature of the present trade is the increasing proportion 
of tobacco arriving at the Port from Canada, Greece, India, Nyasaland, Rhodesia 
and Turkey. 

WINES AND SPIRITS. 
Hogsheads of wine, casks of brandy and burgundy, cases of claret and champagne, 
butts and pipes of sherry and port have been flowing through the Port into the 
city’s world-famous wine cellars for many centuries. As long ago as the twelfth 
century, Bristol was one of the busiest wine ports in the world: ever since that 
time, Bristol has been associated with the selection, blending and marketing ot 
fine quality wines and spirits. This old-established trade with France, Spain and 
Portugal is now being supplemented by increasing imports of Australian and 
South African wines, and with a view to fostering this developing trade the Port 
Authority has provided bonded accommodation on the quayside at the Royal 
Edward Dock where excellent facilities for handling the wines and spirits at 
economical rates are available. A capacious new wine bond at Avonmouth 
Docks holding 8,000 hogsheads has recently been brought into commission. 

SUGAR. 


The Port is engaged in the importation of substantial quantities of cane sugar 
from Mauritius, Cuba and Australia. Whole cargoes are discharged direct into 
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the dry, well-ventilated bonded warehouse accommodation at Avonmouth 
where the sugar is weighed-over as required prior to storage. Good facilities for 
direct delivery to coaster or inland transport ensure economical handling. 

PAPER AND WOODPULP. 

The Port of Bristol imports large quantities of woodpulp, paper and newsprint 
to feed the city’s great paper-making and printing establishments, which with 
their allied processes constitute one of Bristol’s largest industries, employing 
many thousands of workers. Imports of woodpulp, mostly from Scandinavia 
and Canada, exceed 100,000 tons each year, whilst newsprint, printing and 
wrapping paper, wallboard, strawboard and boxboard total about half that 
quantity. Dry woodpulp used in the manufacture of artificial silk and transparent 
cellulose wrappings is imported for delivery to factories within the Port's dis- 
tributive area. Most of the esparto grass received in the Port from North Africa 
is used in the manufacture of high grade paper. 

The impressive modern factories that process these raw materials are responsible 
for an important export trade with the Continent and the Dominions in the shape 
of cardboard containers, art showcards and publicity material, waxed paper, 
paper bags and many other products. 

CANNED PRODUCE. 

A long-established and extensive traffic in canned goods is accommodated at 
Avonmouth, where the customary examinations for trade requirements are 
handled by an expert staff. Ample warehouse accommodation is available for 
this type of cargo. Imports of canned fruits from Australia, Malaya, South 
Africa, California and Italy are considerable and are brought by the regular liner 
services trading to Avonmouth Docks. The Port also receives large consign- 
ments of other canned foodstuffs, including condensed and evaporated milk, 
meat, tomatoes, mincemeat, fruit puddings, soups, jams, marmalade and other 
preserves. 

ZINC CONCENTRATES, SULPHUR, PHOSPHATES AND POTASH. 

Over 100,000 tons of zinc concentrates, mainly from Australia with occasional 
shipments from Canada, South America, Burma and other countries, are im- 
ported through Avonmouth Docks each year. This traffic is conveyed to the 
extensive works of the National Smelting Co. Ltd., adjoining the Docks, by a 
mile-long aerial ropeway which connects the discharging berth with the factory. 
Whole cargoes of sulphur are also discharged at the Docks for the same works. 
The main products of the works are zinc and sulphuric acid, with a wide range 
of by-products. 
The adjoining fertiliser factory of Fisons Ltd. is also linked to the quayside by 
the aerial ropeway and is the principal receiving point for the large quantities of 
phosphate rock, superphosphate, ammonium compounds and potash that are 
imported through Avonmouth. These also amount to well over 100,000 tons 
per annum. Cargoes of phosphate rock are also now arriving regularly at Port- 
ishead Dock for absorption into the new works of Albright and Wilson Ltd. 

METALS. 

Both ferrous and non-ferrous metals are imported through Bristol in considerable 

quantities. The Port’s recognised adaptability for handling all types of cargo is 

exemplified by the efficient manner in which heterogeneous consignments of 
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metals are dealt with, no matter whether it be heavy or light ingots, slabs, bars, 
plates, cathodes, scrap or other form. A feature of this traffic is that it is usually 
possible to arrange for direct delivery ex ship to truck, lorry or craft and a con- 
siderable economy in handling charges is thus achieved. 

For many years aluminium has figured prominently in the Port’s trade, mostly 
in the form of ingots from Canada. Canada also sends large quantities of copper, 
magnesium, nickel and selenium shot, all of which are generally shipped from 
the Eastern Seaboard, and of lead and zinc shipped from the Pacific Coast ports. 
Increasing quantities of copper are also being received from Northern Rhodesia. 
Steel sheets and billets are imported from the U.S.A., whilst Belgium and Holland 
are regular sources of supply of bar and angle iron, girders and joists. 

Much of the non-ferrous metal imported through Avonmouth is destined for 
manufacturers in the Midlands and a large proportion is discharged direct over- 
side for conveyance via the Severn Waterway. Storage space for aluminium 
and other metals awaiting absorption into the processing factories is available on 
the Docks. 


Exports 


The Port’s export trade has shown a notable advance in recent years and a wide 
range of British products is now shipped to all parts of the world. The principal 
exports are motor vehicles and tractors, prefabricated buildings, china and ball 
clay, iron and steel manufactures, railway rolling stock, diesel engines, household 
appliances, strontia and cement, besides considerable quantities of manufactures 
such as china and glassware, cigarettes, chocolate, surgical instruments, painters’ 
colours, books, wines and spirits, and carbon black. 

Consignments of coke and tar are exported to European countries whilst occasional 
cargoes of petroleum are shipped overseas from the Avonmouth installations. 
The prefabricated buildings, manufactured at two factories within easy reach of 
the Port, are exported to Commonwealth and foreign countries and include 
bungalows, schools, clinics, welfare centres, hospitals, Post Offices and administra- 
tive buildings. 

Most of these exports are carried by the regular lines serving the Port, and the 
well-equipped transit sheds both at the City and Avonmouth Docks help to 
ensure the smooth assembly of export traffic. Cargo may also be shipped direct 
from railway trucks or lorries at all berths. 

Export cargoes such as motor vehicles and prefabricated buildings are usually 
loaded at specially-equipped berths at the Royal Edward Dock. At “ T” Shed 
six railway lines have been provided on the waterside of the transit shed to 
facilitate direct loading from railway wagon. At “ X” Berth an extensive area 
imediately behind the quay has been concrete-paved for the accommodation 
of export traffic requiring assembly in the open. The whole of this area, covering 
5,300 sq. yards, of which 2,300 sq. yards lie within the plumb of the quay-cranes, 
has been furnished with modern flood-lighting to assist all-night loading opera- 
tions. Crane power at the loading berths ranges from 2-tons to 25-tons, whilst 
a 30-ton floating crane is also available for heavy lifts. 
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The Hinterland of the Port 


By reason of its particularly favoured position the Port of Bristol is able to serve 
economically an extensive producing and consuming zone embracing the highly 
industrialised Midlands, South Staffordshire, the Southern and South-western 
counties of England, and South and Central Wales. Strategically situated at the 
head of the Bristol Channel, the Port is almost completely surrounded by land 
and is, therefore, the natural radial point for the distribution and reception ot 
overseas merchandise to and from the whole of this area. 


Bristol is the largest industrial and commercial centre in the West of England. 
The population ‘of the City and its immediate neighbourhood exceeds half a 
million and thirteen million people live within 100 miles of the Port. Excellent 
inland transport communications by rail, road, canal and coastwise shipping 
ensure not only speedy transits to and from the Port but also vital savings in 
transport charges.

BRISTOL (WHITCHURCH) AIRPORT 


Telephone Bristol 26451/4. Telegrams “* Airport, Bristol.” 


The Airport is the property of the Bristol Corporation. The Airport is maintained and controlled by 
the Ministry of Civil Aviation, recently merged with the Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation. 
The property comprises over 500 acres, with a landing area of 195 acres, at an altitude of 200ft. above 
mean sea level. Situated due south of the City, the Airport is troubled very little by city fogs and smoke, 
as the prevailing winds are from the south and south-west. 

Landing Area.—The landing area of 195 acres is grass-covered and provides over 900 yards run in any 
direction. East-West there is a tarmacadam runway of 1,020 yards boeh with a width of 50 yards. 
Passenger Accommodation.—Facilities for travellers by air include a passenger traffic station, with 
booking offices, Customs, waiting rooms, restaurant and other conveniences. 

Scheduled Services.—Scheduled services operate daily to Dublin and the Channel Islands and at 
frequent intervals to Paris, Liverpool, Southampton and Cardiff. With the exception of Dublin which 
is controlled by Aer Lingus, all services are operated by Cambrian Air Services Ltd. As an indication of 
the growth of both freight and passenger traffic, yearly totals are given below showing the very big 
increases in traffic.

Prior notification must, however, be given when clearances for 
aircraft are required.

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ABATEMENTS (5). 


An abatement of 10° will be allowed off the full Tonnage Dues on vessels in Classes 4, 13, 16, 21, 23 
24, 25 and 26 of the Schedule of Dues which maintain a regular service to and from the Port of Bristol 
on an average of not less than once in every four weeks throughout any period of twelve consecutive 
months.

Exemptions and Abatements 


(a) 


on Goods 


Applications for exemptions and abatements must be made on forms which can be 


obtained at the Dues Office, Queen Square, Bristol, 1. 


In the case of Foreign goods imported direct from Foreign ports in transit 
to Foreign ports and transhipped immediately thereafter the difference 
between the dues paid on entry and the Outward Dues will be refunded. 


All goods brought Coastwise specifically for export to Foreign or Coastwise 
ports are exempted from payment of Inward Dues. 


All goods imported direct from Foreign ports and afterwards taken out of 
the port Coastwise, and which are not removed from the quay except for 
the purpose of being placed on the vessel by which they are to be exported, 
are exempted from the payment of Outward Dues. 


Goods imported from Foreign or Coastwise ports and afterwards exported 
to Foreign or Coastwise ports in the same form and package as imported, 
and which remain the bona fide sole property of the same person throughout 
are exempted from the payment of Outward Dues. 


Goods imported Foreign which have been previously exported Foreign or 
brought Coastwise which have been previously shipped Coastwise, and of 
which the ownership has remained unchanged, are exempt from the pay- 
ment of Inward Dues. 


When Goods, other than aluminium and cocoa, are imported direct from 
Foreign ports, transhipped overside to Coastwise craft, and taken out of the 
port by water, not having been landed on any quay or wharf in the Port 
of Bristol, a refund of one moiety of the Inward Dues is allowed after the 
necessary declaration has been lodged. 


Note.—Goods in respect of which an allowance is granted under (b) are not 


entitled to an allowance under (d), and vice versa. 
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A History of the Port 


You come along to a key along the old wall .. . . then a long street 
full of ships, with houses on each side, looks like a dream. 
Alexander Pope. 


The essence of Pope’s description of Bristol, in 1739, applies to the Port from the 
early Middle Ages onwards. Even today the City Docks might be described in 
the same way, and the extraordinary number of church towers in the back- 
ground, dominated by the great spire of St. Mary’s, Redcliffe, are reminders of 
another age. 


Welsh stone figures in the Port’s 20th century trade and it is not unlikely that the 
first consignment came up the Avon over 3,000 years ago, when the mystic 
blue stones were transported from the Prescelly Mountains to Stonehenge. 
About 1,500 years later the Romans had a settlement at Sea Mills, and a road 
junction nearby. 


Bristol enters history, however, in 1051, when Harold Godwin fled to 
Ireland as a rebel. Perhaps trade had also begun, for by 1188 a trading com- 
munity, with the rights of burgage and tenure, was in existence. In the next 
century the town was established as the head of navigation with the building 
of Bristol Bridge (Bridge town, Brig-stow, Bristow) and in 1239 a quayed 
trench was constructed along the Frome, where it joins the Avon, in the centre 
of the City. The cost was £5,000. 


In 1344 a charter confirmed the existing rights of the Port to freedom from toll 
and passage and all Customs dues throughout England. Already, overseas trade 
was established. Fish, horses, hides, flax, linen and timber were imported from 
Ireland in exchange for salt, iron, wine, leather and cloth. In the Gascon wine 
trade Bristol was the chief centre, sending cloth in return. In coastal traffic the 
Port functioned as an entrepét for Wales. 


In the 14th cent. the City became industrialised, and in the next century the 
Midlands, the Cotswolds and the cloth and mineral areas of the Mendips, 
Devon and Cornwall came within Bristol’s influence, while overseas con- 
nections extended to Iceland and Iberia. 


Twelve years before Columbus, Thomas Jay of Bristol sailed westward to 
“ The island of Brasylle and the seven lost cities.” In 1497 Cabot made a more 
fruitful voyage, discovering the mainland of America before Columbus, and it 
is arguable that the continent was named after Richard Amerycke, a Bristol 
friend of the former. In the next hundred years many more expeditions sailed 
west from Bristol and found their chronicler in the great Hakluyt, prebendary 
of the Cathedral. The Society of Merchant Venturers, founded in 1551 saw to 
the financial aspect. The basis of their success in the trade of the next two cen- 
turies, which spread to North America, the Caribbean, W. Africa, the Medi- 
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terranean, Holland and the Baltic, was the sharing of the risk through a system 
of joint ownerships. In the same period it was Thomas Weston of Bristol who 
financed the Pilgrim Fathers. 


In 1712, at Sea Mills, the third Wet Dock in England was built, and in 1762 the 
Wet Dock, at present owned by the Society of Merchant Venturers, was con- 
structed. But the most important improvement came in the period 1803-09, 
when three miles of tidal river were converted into a Floating Harbour 83 acres 
in extent. 


In the next three decades, the Industrial Revolution had its effect on the trade 
and industry of the Port. Whilst the Great Western Railway were providing 
Bristol with rail connections, the first Macadamised roads were spreading out 
from the City. The famous engineer, Isambard K. Brunel, conceived the idea ot 
“ extending the railway line to New York” and his vision and ability coupled 
with the Bristol enterprise of Thomas R. Guppy and his associates, brought into 
being the paddle ship “ Great Western,” which was followed in 1842 by the even 
more revolutionary iron steamship “ Great Britain.” With these ships Bristol 
pioneered trans-Atlantic steam navigation. In 1848 the Corporation acquired the 
Dock Estate and subsequent progress is summarised below. 


One Bristol man remains to be mentioned; he is Samuel Plimsoll, whose mark 
ensures that vessels go to sea safely, as well as “ Ship-Shape and Bristol Fashion.”
